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Clay City woman 
involved in school 
bus-car accident

The ride home for some 
Montgomery County 
school children on 
Monday was a little more 
than they expected. State 
police say that a car driv¬ 
en by a Powell County 
woman lost control in a 
curve and struck a school 
bus as it was taking chil¬ 
dren home. 

According to the 
Morehead Post of the 
Kentucky State Police, 
Paula Hatton, of Clay 
City, was driving her 
1996 Ford Explorer south 
on Highway 11 near the 
Camp McKee Boy Scout 
area. As she approached 
the area, so did the bus, 
a 1994 International, 
driven by Henry Trimble 
of Jeffersonville. Trimble 
was heading north along 
his route. 

Trimble was reportedly 
slowing down to drop off 
a child at a home. State 
police say that Hatton 
failed to negotiate a right 


hand curve, causing her 
vehicle to cross over the 
centerline and into the 
path of the bus in the 
northbound lane. Hatton 
then overcorrected her 
vehicle and struck the 
school bus in the front 
end and along the left 
rear portion of her vehi¬ 
cle. 

The collision sent 
Hatton's vehicle over 
an embankment before 
it came to a final rest. 
She was trapped inside 
her Explorer according 
to police. Montgomery 
County Fire/Rescue and 
Montgomery County EMS 
crews worked to extricate 
Hatton from her car. She 
was transported to the St. 
Joseph Mount Sterling 
Hospital with “non-life 
threatening injuries.” A 
Powell County EMS crew 
was also dispatched to the 
scene due to the nature of 
the call. 

Trimble and the chil¬ 
dren still on the bus were 
not injured in the acci¬ 
dent.

School board hears update on high school project

The Powell County School Board 
held their regular meeting last 
week and the high school building 
project took up over an hour of the 
discussion. 

The meeting began with an 
update on the high school building 
project from John Gilbert. Gilbert 
presented to the board an overview 
of what has taken place so far. 
The plan is to build a new hallway 
onto the side of the building where 
the teacher’s parking lot is now 
located. That will provide several 
new classrooms and a band room, 
as well as another corridor that 
will alleviate the congestion in the 
main hall. The plan would help the 
district to get rid of the temporary 
trailers that have been in use for 
well over a decade. 

The plan also called for eight 
existing classrooms to be re-done 
to form six larger classrooms. The 


rooms would also be more secure 
and will help the school to keep up 
with safety standards. 

Gilbert then explained to the 
board due to the setbacks they 
have had the project complete date 
as of now is the start of 2014-2015 
school year. He went on to say 
that phases of the project will be 
complete before that date but the 
project in its entirety would not be 
complete until that date. He also 
stated that this date is not set in 
stone and depending on how things 
go it could be sooner. 

After the presentation the board 
gave approval to accept SME’s pro¬ 
posal for site geotechnical services 
as recommended by Ross-Tarrant. 

Next, Monroe Jones addressed 
the board regarding Safe Schools. 
Jones informed the board that 
numerous plans and programs were 
being implemented to ensure the 
safety of the students and staff. He 
explained that this year they had 
the helpline, crisis management 
plans, students in 6th, 8th, 10th, 
and 12th grades taking part in a 


survey regarding safe schools, they 
would be utilizing the SRO’s. The 
district had worked with Protect 
security to ensure safety as the 
schools perform monthly inspec¬ 
tions and drills. Police have and will 
continue to perform mock searches 
and drills to ensure practice in case 
of an emergency situation, and 
many other things will continue to 
be done to ensure safety. 

Jones also explained that the 
Safe School Reports did show that 
the schools were improving based 
on the reports and stated that he 
hoped to see continued improve¬ 
ment. 

The board then approved three 
local hours for all board members 
for attendance at the Assessment 
and Accountability Training by 
KASC on August 16. 

Superintendent Mike Tate closed 
the meeting by commenting on 
the schools attendance recognizing 
Bowen and Stanton for having over 
96 percent and commenting on how 
the high school’s attendance was 
getting better.

Leave them Alone 

I always have several 
calls and comments this 
month about some pretty 
odd looking caterpillars 
found in Powell County. 
Many are orange, yellow 
with white fuzzy hair, 
some are green with 
white spots. All of them 
are beautiful works of art 
in their own right, but 
basically when you see 
them, leave them alone- 
they will hurt you. 


Late season caterpil¬ 
lars are out in full force 
this time of year. Many of 
these insects use camou¬ 
flage or secretive behav¬ 
ior to avoid predators, 
especially birds. A few are 
protected and advertise 
their presence by bright 
warning markings. 

These always should be 
avoided, as most all are 
packed with the ability 
to sting you with their 
often hidden spines. 
Stinging caterpillars 
have some brittle, hollow 
spines that are connected 
to venom glands in their 
body. These spines easily 
penetrate skin and will 
break off. At that point, 
the irritating venom goes 
to work inside your skin 
and can cause irritation, 
inflammation, swelling 
and sometimes, intense 
pain. 

Wide masking tape can 
be applied to the site to 
actually lift these spines 
from the skin, to avoid 
further injury, the area 
should not be rubbed 
until they are removed 
with soap and water. 

Basically, the best bet 


when you see these, (if 
you see these) fuzzy crea¬ 
tures, is to simply admire 
them from a distance. 
Stinging caterpillars are 
indeed one of the novel¬ 
ties of nature, but their 
beauty can be very irri¬ 
tating. 

Mushrooms Abound! 

For days and weeks 
they laid there in wait¬ 
ing. After the drought 
subsided and 1 V 2 -2 
inches of rain fell, they 
appeared from every¬ 
where. Mushrooms have 
been reported in pasture 
fields, home lawns, wood¬ 
lands and farm lots this 
week. For the most part, 
mushrooms are simply a 
part of living in the coun¬ 
try. We've all kicked the 
puffballs in the pasture 
field or stood amazed 
at the fairy rings in our 
yard. We see them every 
year, hundreds of them, 
usually appearing after 
a dry spell, then after a 
rain. 

The mushroom is 
unique. It is a living 
organism that is neither 
plant nor animal. They 
have no seeds or roots. 


They live in their own 
little world. Ancient 
men labeled mushrooms 
as evils from the earth, 
as they appeared in the 
darkness overnight. For 
centuries, mushrooms 
have been connected with 
mystery, and even evil. 

Today we know that 
mushrooms do not come 
down from the thunder¬ 
storms, or appear from 
the underworld, but 
appear after sufficient 
moisture attaches itself 
to the spores or reproduc¬ 
tive bodies of the mush¬ 
room and they magically 
appear. Mushrooms of 
all types are about 90 
percent water and they 
do not last very long, 
once the sun and heat 
appears. 

The questions I have 
had this week is due to 
primarily children play¬ 
ing in or around these 
magical mushrooms in 
the home lawn. We know 
that most mushrooms are 
not extremely poisonous, 
but some plainly are. The 
problem is that children, 
and most of us adults, do 
not know the difference. 

With this in mind it 
is important to treat all 
mushrooms like they are 
poisonous. Do not let chil¬ 
dren play with them or 
put them in their mouth 
because it may only take 
one to make a child sick 
or extremely ill. 

One of the common 
mushrooms found in this 
area is called the death 
cap in the Amanita fam¬ 
ily. Death caps are highly 
toxic and can be fatal. 
They are white and com¬ 
monly found in areas 
where pine, oak or beech 
trees grow. About half a 
fresh mushroom of this 
type can be fatal to an 
adult. The best idea here 
is to simply leave them 
alone. When you look 
out in the yard tomor¬ 
row, they won't be there 
anyway.

The Daniel Boone National Forest 
will once again host the Living 
Archaeology Weekend.

Since 1989, this annual event has 
illustrated the cultural practices of 
Native Americans and early pioneers 
in Kentucky.

door classroom to help students bet¬ 
ter understand their textbook studies 
concerning Native Americans, pioneers 
and cultural heritage.

Are books doomed to extinction? One best-selling author thinks so

Michael Levin says he 
can see the writing on 
the iPad. 

“Unless something 
changes, books as we 
know them are doomed, 
and not simply because 
people prefer to read on 
their iPads or Kindles.” 
says Levin, (www. 
BusinessGhost.com), a New 
York Times best-selling 
author, as well as editor, 
publisher, co-writer and 
ghostwriter. 

“You'll see the major 
publishinghouses starting 
to go away in three to five 
years,” Levin says. “Their 
business model is in free 
fall. Already, we're seeing 
books becoming shorter, 
cheaper, and diminishing 
in quality. You'll soon see 
fewer really good authors 
bothering to write books, 
because books are no lon¬ 


ger a meaningful source 
of revenue.” 

Levin points to several 
developments he says 
foreshadow a sad ending 
for books: 

• Attention spans 
are diminishing. Three- 
fourths of teachers said 
their students' attention 
spans are shorter than 
ever, according to a poll 
released in June. By 11 
years old, nearly half of 
the kids had stopped read¬ 
ing for pleasure. The poll, 
by publisher Pearson UK, 
is just the most recent 
survey/study document¬ 
ing shrinking attention 
spans and a correspond¬ 
ing drift from books. 
“Part of the problem is 
children don't see their 
parents reading,” Levin 
says. “Obviously, the kids' 
aren't the only ones with 
diminishing attention 
spans.” 

• Major publishers 
are producing lower- 


quality books. The big 

publishing houses today 
are more interested in a 
quality marketing plan 
than in the quality of 
the book, so we're being 
deluged by low-quality 
books. One reason is that 
many large publishers 
have stopped taking on 
the expense of market¬ 
ing books, but they know 
it's necessary for sales. 
So they take on authors 
with a marketing plan 
and budget. They're also 
less interested in “star” 
authors, who demand 
higher royalties. They 
also lost authors when 
they eliminated advances 
in response to the 2008 
recession. 

• Books are moving 
to devices, where con¬ 
tent is free and time 
is thin-sliced. Online, 
you don't expect to pay 
for content. People will 
expect books available 
online to be either free 


or very inexpensive, and 
if those books turn out to 
be one chapter of ideas 
and eleven chapters of 
Hamburger Helper, they 
will be less willing to pay 
for them. Also, people 
don't spend much time 
going into depth online; 
books are supremely 
inappropriate for the sur¬ 
face-skimming nature of 
the Internet. Once peo¬ 
ple have bought a bunch 
of ebooks they've never 
started, they'll stop buy¬ 
ing them altogether. 

• Authors have a 
more difficult time 
earning a livable wage. 
Fewer authors can earn 
enough to make writing a 
full-time job. 

The audience is shrink¬ 
ing and fewer people are 
willing to pay $15 for a 
paper book when cheap 
alternatives are avail¬ 
able. 

“We've already seen 
more books written to pro¬

Fiscal court dealing with roads, construction 
projects for the Senior Citizens and EOC

The regularly sched¬ 
uled meeting of the 
Powell County Fiscal 
Court was held on Sept. 
11. All members of the 
fiscal court were present. 
The agenda was relative¬ 
ly short, but the meeting 
lasted around a couple 
of hours as there were 
several items that were 
discussed at length. 

The first item addressed 
under old business was 


the house the county 
owns on Furnace Road. 
The house currently sits 
on what will be the new 
site of the senior citizens 
center, if the county is 
awarded the grant that 
it has applied for to fund 
the project. 

In order to insure that 
we are in the best possi¬ 
ble place to proceed when 
the time comes to start 
the project and to keep 
from jeopardizing our 
grant standing on vacan¬ 
cy issues, we agreed to 
look into removing any 
structures on the prop¬ 
erty. 

The next item under 
new business was the 
issue of the roll-off truck 
at the transfer station. 
Over the last year or so 
we have spent consid¬ 
erable money to try to 
keep it going and contin¬ 
ue to face maintenance 
issues with it. In order 
to explore our options 
we had placed an ad to 
receive bids to replace it. 
After receiving those bids 
and in order to insure the 
best financial decision 


we decided to place this 
service out to bid before 
deciding the best course 
of action. 

Second, on the agenda 
was the tax rates sub¬ 
mitted for approval. The 
library, health depart¬ 
ment, school board, 
extension service and 
county were the tax rates 
approved. 

Road salt was the third 
item to come up. The 
bid from Detroit Salt was 
chosen, this was the same 
company that was used 
the previous year and the 
price was the same. 

Next, on the agenda 
was a proclamation in 
honor of constitution 
week. I read the procla¬ 
mation which proclaims 
Sept. 17 through 23 to be 
Constitution Week. This 
was done in an effort 
to celebrate the 225th 
anniversary of the draft¬ 
ing of the Constitution 
of the United States of 
America. 

In keeping with the 
Kentucky Divisions of 
Solid Waste requirements 
we have reviewed and 


updated the county's five 
year solid waste plan, 
this concluded everything 
that was on the agenda. 

Under other business 
the county garage build¬ 
ing and county roads 
were discussed. The court 
decided to go ahead with 
the new office/break room 
at county garage. Each 
magistrate was given a 
list of county roads and 
asked to look it over and 
make sure we had each 
road listed. 

To close the meeting 
there was brief discus¬ 
sion on update on what 
has been going on. The 
court was informed that 
the grant for the Senior 
Citizens Center had been 
completed and turned in 
by the deadline of Sept. 
4. 

Also, that we were to 
the 90 percent comple¬ 
tion on design on the 
EOC and are still slated 
to start construction in 
late October.

mote a product, service or 
company, or to brand the 
writer so he or she can 
pursue a more lucrative 
field,” Levin says. “Most 
books of the future will 
be marketing tools, since 
that's the only way they'll 
be profitable.” 

Levin does find reason 
for hope, but it will require 
publishers to change how 
they do business. 

“They need to stop try¬ 
ing to go after the mass 
market, which doesn't 
exist anymore, settle on a 
niche and develop a brand. 
Publishers that stand for 
something in the reader's 
mind - like Harlequin 
stands for romance - are 
built for the long haul,” 
he says. 

Instead of publishing 
500 low-quality books 
every year, major pub¬ 
lishers should bring out 
only 50 top-quality win¬ 


ners and actually mar¬ 
ket them, he says. And 
publish how-to and other 
guidance and instruction¬ 
al books in concentrated 
form: short, powerful and 
to the point, 

The rest of us have a 
job to do, too, Levin adds. 

“People need to read, and 
they need to read to their 
kids or buy them books. 
If people stop demanding 
good books, there eventu¬ 
ally will be none avail¬ 
able,” he says. “The win¬ 
ners, going forward, will 
be that minority who still 
read and think for them¬ 
selves. It's a lot easier for 
government, the military, 
and the corporate world 
to control the way people 
think if they aren't read¬ 
ing for themselves. That 
ought to be reason enough 
to save the book.”

However, they 
dropped two games at the Citizens 
Bank Throwdown Tournament in 
Bath County last Saturday. 

Last Tuesday Powel traveled to 
Booneville to play Owsley. It was 
not much of a contest. 

In the first set Powell edged out 
to a 10-6 lead breaking it open 
on seven straight points with 
Stephanie Knox serving to go up 
17-6. Owsley managed one more 
point before Chelsea Haddix fin¬ 
ished them off with eight straight 
scoring serves to win it 25-7 

In the second set Powell went up 
11-6 and never trailed in picking 
up the win, 25-19. The final set 
saw Owsley grab a 2-0 lead but the 
Lady Pirates fired off six straight 
points to take the lead. Triston 
Curtis then put together a run of 
eight straight scoring serves to put 
the game out of reach. Powell won 
25-16. The JV team also won, 21-14 


and 21-12. 

Powell then made the short drive 
to Irvine to take on Estill County 
last Thursday. The games were a 
bit tighter and tougher for the Lady 
Pirates as Estill came ready to 
play. But an awesome performance 
by sophomore Haleigh Ritchie who 
led the offense with seven kills 
and nine aces, along with Hannah 
Curtis and Taylor Everman adding 
seven assists each, Poell took home 
the victory. 

In the first set neither team could 
get a comfortable lead, with PC 
taking the early advantage at 9-6.

Installation of software and cameras for Kentucky's new driver's license will 
require a one-day suspension of license-issuing activity in the Powell County 
Circuit Court Clerk's office on Wednesday, Sept. 26. 

Other operations of the circuit clerk's office are not affected, and the office will 
be open all day. Driver's licensing operations will resume the following day, and the 
new license will be available to Powell County residents. 

“The new licenses are the manifestation of Kentucky's efforts to improve the 
level of service provided to our customers, in addition to securing a credential 
Kentuckians use each day,” said Kentucky Transportation Cabinet (KYTC) 
Department of Vehicle Regulation Commissioner Tom Zawacki. 

The new license has multiple layers of security features, all linked to each other, 
so counterfeiters must compromise multiple technologies - not just one. 

Features include: 

• Digital watermark imperceptible to the human eye 

• Bank note-level fine line printing 

• Improved dual-side lamination for greater tamper resistance and durability 

• Hologram with single-color, ultraviolet “ghost” image 

Starting in the fall, new licenses will also feature “veteran” and “organ donor” 
designations. 

Customers are not required to obtain new licenses before current licenses expire, 
and the process for obtaining or renewing a license will not change. The cost 
remains $20.

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Every child has a story

Eleven years ago this 
past Monday, September 
17, started out like any 
other day. I was nine 
months pregnant with 
my third child and had 
spent that Sunday at my 
parent's home with my 
two year old twins. 

As the evening pro¬ 
gressed I could feel the 
first signs of contractions 
creeping on. Trying to 
stay calm I decided to go 
ahead and give my twins 
a bath. By the time 
the last soap suds were 
washed away I knew it 
was past time to leave for 
the hospital. My Luke 
was ready to make his 
grand debut. 

Hustling my sleepy two 
year olds into the car we 
quickly took them to their 


Mamaw and Papaw's 
house and headed for 
the hospital. I clearly 
remember my husband 
getting somewhat frus¬ 
trated with me because 
I had failed to gas up 
the car which meant we 
had to stop. I still am 
not sure why he was so 
aggravated because I was 
the one in pain. With 
my mom in the backseat 
trying to keep the atmo¬ 
sphere calm we sped 
toward Lexington. 

Arriving at the hos¬ 
pital my mom and I got 
out at what we thought 
was the front door, but 
upon entrance we were 
dismayed to find that the 
lobby was under construc¬ 
tion which meant every¬ 
thing had been rerouted. 
I had not been back to 
the hospital since earlier 
in my pregnancy so this 
was all new to me. 

By this time my con¬ 
tractions were too close 
together to monitor and 
I knew I was in trouble. 
The corridors of that hos¬ 
pital were literally empty 
at that late hour and my 
mom and I were starting 


to panic. I knew mom 
was feverishly whisper¬ 
ing a prayer because for 
one she always prays in 
sticky situations and for 
two just as we turned a 
corner her answer just 
happened to cross the 
hallway. 

Ahead of us we watched 
as someone in a pink 
scrub outfit walked across 
the hallway, stopped and 
came back toward us. 

By the grace of God 
it was a nurse from the 
maternity unit and she 
graciously directed us to 
the right elevator. Luke 
arrived probably fifteen 
minutes after we made 
it into a room. He was 
almost born in the hall¬ 
way. 

It's amazing what the 
human brain can remem¬ 
ber isn't it? I can recall 
every precious detail of 
the births of each of my 
boys. My Luke was born 
at a very busy and scary 
time in our lives. The 
tragedy of September 11 
was being replayed each 
time the television was 
turned on, our hands 
were full caring for two 


toddlers, and we had 
just moved into our new 
home. 

Life was on full speed 
ahead and my precious 
Luke had just stepped on 
for the ride. 

I remember holding 
him for the first time 
and counting his fingers 
and toes. He was perfect 
from his tiny head cov¬ 
ered in dark brown hair 
to his tiny toes, all ten of 
them. God knew that life 
was hectic and so in this 
fragile child He instilled 
a sense of peace. 

The next day as I sat in 
my hospital bed and my 
mom slept in the chair 
beside me I cradled my 
new boy. I had flipped 
the news on and watched 
as the towers fell again, 
as loved ones wept for 
their loss, and as expect¬ 
ant mothers recalled how 
their last phone calls 
with their unborn child's 
father ended in a silent 
line. 

Tears rolled down my 
cheeks as I looked down 
on my new promise as 
he slept unaware of the 
dangerous world he had 


arrived in. 

In that small baby I 
knew that God had given 
us a new hope, a prom¬ 
ise of tomorrow. Babies 
do not occur by accident, 
they are the masterpiece 
of a phenomenal artist.

Luke 
loves to hunt and fish 
and is a true crack shot 
when it comes to target 
practice. 

He is truly my gentle 
giant because at eleven 
years old he is almost as 
tall as me at 5'9''and still 
growing quickly.

This is 
just the beginning of my 
Luke's story and I am 
blessed beyond belief 
to have the privilege of 
watching, listening and 
learning from him.

Medicine Abuse Project set for Sept. 23-29

The week of September 
23-29, The Partnership at 
Drugfree.org is launch¬ 


ing the Medicine Abuse 
Project, a multi-year 
effort to raise public 
awareness about and 
curb prescription drug 
abuse. Most of us will 
take a prescription medi¬ 
cation at some point in 
our lives. It's Important 
to remember that medi¬ 
cine a doctor prescribes 
you is only intended for 
your use. 

Here are some tips for 
safely storing medication: 

• Keep all medications 


and vitamins in a safe 
location, away from small 
children, who might mis¬ 
take it for candy, and out 
of sight of others, who 
might want to abuse it. 

• Keep medicines in a 
container or box that can 
be locked. Make sure to 
put the key in a separate, 
secure place. 

• Always remember to 
put your medicines back 
in their storage contain¬ 
er after each use. Make 
sure all medicine bottle 


caps are secure. 

• Sometimes you have 
leftover medication. One 
of the safest ways to prop¬ 
erly dispose of medication 
is through take-back pro¬ 
grams, which give indi¬ 
viduals an opportunity to 
bring their unused medi¬ 
cation to a central loca¬ 
tion for proper disposal. 

If you do not have a 
community drug take- 
back program, follow 
these guidelines to 
ensure safe disposal at 


your home: 

• Remove prescriptions 
from their original con¬ 
tainer. 

• Mix drugs with a 
substance that would be 
undesirable to people and 
animals. Good exam¬ 
ples would be cat litter 
or coffee grounds. If the 
medication is a liquid, 
dilute it with water. If 
the medication is in pill 
form, crush and dilute 
with water. 

• Put the mixture into 


a disposable container 
or plastic bag, seal and 
place in the trash. 

• Remove or cover all 
personal information on 
the prescription bottle 
before recycling or throw¬ 
ing it away. 

Educational pro¬ 
grams of the Cooperative 
Extension Service serve 
all people regardless of 
race, color, sex, religion, 
disability or national ori¬ 
gin.

Encouraging word: The Golden Chain that Binds 


H The summer, now end¬ 
ing, has been unusually 
hot and dry. We experi¬ 
enced a severe drought, 
and it had a profound 
effect upon the growing 
season. On many days, 
the temperature crossed 
the 100-degree mark, and 
Howard Coop there was little rain. But 
. during the unusually hot 
Guest Columnist season, my heart was gen¬ 
uinely warmed. 

On numerous occasions during the summer, the 
rear doorbell or the front doorbell rang. When I 
answered, a kindhearted neighbor, friend, or fam¬ 
ily member, with a big bag in hand, was there. The 


words of greeting may have varied a bit, but the mes¬ 
sage was always the same: 

“I brought you a little something from the garden. 
I thought you might enjoy it.” 

Immediately and before accepting those bags, 
I invited the bearer of them to come in and visit 
awhile. Always the answers were similar. Looking 
down, those persons said, “I can’t. I’m not properly 
dressed. I’ve been in the garden, and my shoes are 
dirty.” 

There is nothing bad about clothes soiled by work, 
but there is something more that is vitally important. 
In a letter, probably written about 61 or 62 A.D., 
there is some good advice for everyone: 

“Clothe yourselves with...kindness.” 

And our visitors who came bearing gifts from their 
gardens did, and their generous deeds revealed it. 


The items they brought to us came not because 
of our need but because of generosity and kindness 
in the hearts of the giver. Indeed, they were clothed 
in kindness. Because of those acts of kindness, we 
enjoyed tomatoes, green beans, yellow squash, zuc¬ 
chini, okra, onions, pepper, and apples throughout 
the summer. The drought may have drastically effect¬ 
ed crop production, but it had absolutely no effect 
upon the kindness and generosity within the hearts 
of neighbors, friends, and kinsmen. 

Kindness is powerful, and it has a tremendous 
impact upon everyday life. Johann Wolfgang von 
Goethe, the German poet and dramatist of the eigh¬ 
teenth century, called kindness, “the golden chain by 
which society is bound together.”
